For Anaen ia. 


The value of liver in the diet of a woman 
who suffers from anwniia is fully realised nv 
the médical profession. In fact, in some 
cases it is liver alone that keeps the patient 
alive ! 

A useful little book, written by Dorothy 
Sewart, and published by John Wright and 
Sons, Bristal, costing, I believe, one and six- 
pence, suggests many ways in which the 
changes can be rung on liver, and though 
primarily intended for those ordered a liver 
diet it will contain much to interest évery 
woman, 

The writer explains that on account ol 
internal bleeding she was obliged to make het 
staple food liver withunt the addition of any 
cooked fats. In course of time she expert- 
mented and found many new ways of serving 
the food, even though a certain amount of it 
had to be taken raw. She was, of course; 
allowed other foods, such as fish and eggs, 
but at lunch and dinner, as the specimen 
menus for fourteen davs show, her meat 
course was composed of liver. 

She recommends the use of ox, sheep, pig, 
chicken and rabbit liver. On arrival at the 
house it should be wiped with a damp cloth, 
but not soaked or washed, and glass oven- 
ware is ideal for the cooking of it. 

I will not trouble readers with hints on the 
preparation of raw liver. If a liver diet is 
necessary, this and the many other instrue- 
ticns given must be studied first-hand. My 
object is to select a few dishes that show 
the variety obtainable by those who wish to 
use this cheap and tasty feod more fre-

Liver and Vegetable Pudding. 


8 oz. liver, one each of carrot, turnip, 
parsnip, and tomato, celery salt and pepper. 

Cut all the vegetables very small, Put 
them into a casserole or stew pan, with suffi- 
cient boiling water or stock to cover them. 
Add the sclt and pepper, and cook until 
quite soft, when beat them to a purée. Wipe 
the liver, mince, and mix into the purée. 
Pour into a well greaséd basin. Steam the 
pudding for fifteen minutes. Have ready a 
good, thick gravy, turn out the pudding, 


once. 


Curried Liver. 


8 ozs. liver, 1 teaspoonful each of curry 
powder, chutney, flour, lemon juice and 
raisins, a quarter of an apple and of an 
onion, half a banana or piece of rhubarb, hali 
pint of stock, salt and pepper, and a table- 
spoonful of plain boiled rice. 

Make a sauce by mixing a little of the 
stock with the curry powder and flour. Put 
the rest of the stock in a pan with the 
chopped onion, apple, rhubarb or banana, 
raising and chutney, salt and pepper, and 
cook till soft. Thicken with the blended 
flour, and cook for two minutes. The liver 
must be wiped, cut into small pieces, and 
added to the thick mixture in the pan. 
Simmer for seven minutes, add the lemon 
juice, and serve with plain boiled rice.

One sheep s heart, 4 ozs. liver, a small 
onion, teaspoonful of chopped parsléy, table- 
spoonful of breadcrumbs, salt and pepper. 

Remove all pipes, and cut the heart, so that 
it is hollow. Wash it thoroughly. Wipe the 
liver, mince it and the onion, and nux to- 
gether the minced liver, onion, pafsley, salt,

Put the heart into a covered casserole, and 
bake in a hot oven for one and a half hours.

Such officials 
were primarily responsible for the work of 
the society, and, while they might not have 
full-time employment, they had full-time 
responsibility. 

Senator Farren asked why should they dis- 
criminate against the poor man. 


OTHER EMPLOYMENT. 


The Minister said that he knew that some 
of the people concerned in the Senator's 
motion were not peur men Some of them 
were much better off and better paid than 
seme of the secretaries whom they proposed 
to compensate, Where officials could show 
that the main source of theit income was 
from national health insurance societies they 
would be compensated, National health in- 
snrance had been a source of increased 
revenue for officials on the industrial side of 
aSsurance societies. It brought them in con- 
tact with people with whom they might not 
aave otherwise have got in touch. 

The Minister proceeded to give farticulars 
respecting part-time officials in some counties, 
He showed that these officials included small 
shopkeepers. labourers, small farmers, road 
workers, wives of national teachers, and so 
forth. In one case the wife of a man in 
receipt: of outdoor relief had earned £11 for 
the year as a collector for a local society, 


AMENDMENT ADOPTED, 


Senator Counihan supported the amend. 
ment, as did Senator Mrs. Clarke and Senator 
Sir Edward Coey Biggar. 

The Minister said that the acceptance of 
the amendment would cost at least £30,000 
in compensating the part-time agents as sug- 
gested by Senator Farren, on the basis of 
one’s year’s salary. This would be a great 
burden on the fund for a number of years 
and if they went any deeper into the fun 
there might be great difficulty. 

Farren said that he would see the 
Minister on the question of limiting the 
amount of compensation to one year’s salar 
before the next stage of the bill was 
u the Senate. ; 

The Minister said that he would further 
consider the matter, and the amendment waa 
a cá the Committee.

The value of liver in the diet of a woman 
who suffers from anawniia is fully realised ov 
the medical profession. In fact, in some 
cuses it is liver alone that keeps the patient 
alive ! 

A useful little book, written by Dorothy 
Sewart, and published by John Wright and 
Sons, Bristol, costing, I believe, one and six- 
pence, suggests many ways in which the 
changes can be rung on liver, and though 
primarily intended for those ordered a liver 
diet it will contain much to intérest every 
woman, | 

The writer explains that on account of 
internal bleeding she was obliged to make her 
staple food liver without. the addition of any 
cooked fats. In course of time she expert- 
mented and found many new ways of serving 
the food, even though a certain amount of it 
had to be taken raw. She was, of course, 
allowed other foods, such as fish and eggs, 
but at lunch and dinner, as the specimen 
menus for fourteen davs show, her meat 
course was composed of liver. 

She recommends the use of ox, sheep, pig, 
chicken and rabbit liver. On arrival at the 
house it should be wiped with a damp cloth, 
but not soaked or washed, and glass oven- 
ware is ideal for the cooking of it. 

I will not trouble readers with hints on the 
preparation of raw liver. If a liver diet is 
necessary, this and the many other instruc- 
ticns given must be studied first-hand. 
object is to select a few dishes that show
